Anacapa appeals even 
to seasick voyagers

If you get car sick or air sick, the sea 
is no place for you — or so this reporter 
recently found out. Yet, despite this 
discovery, there is an appeal to the 
island of 
Anacapa which somehow 
overcomes one’s dread of choppy water. 
Located 14 miles off the Ventura 
coastline, Anacapa is one of two islands 
which make up the Channel Island 
National Monument 
The monument 
was established in 1938 by President 
Roosevelt and differs from a national 
park only by that fact. A national park 
IS establish^ by Congressional action. 
Over 35 reporters and photographers 
from 
southern 
and 
central 
coast 
newspapers and television stations took 
a day-long trip to Anacapa last week 
The trip was arranged by the Ventura 
Chamber of Commerce Visitors and 
Convention Bureau with the cooperation 
of the Island Packers Cruises. 
The Island Packers are a family 
owned and operated enterprise headed 
up by Bill Connally, who fits perfectly 
the expression “ salty old sea dog,” 
though not so old. 
“ He looks more like Jacques Cousteau 
than Jacques Cousteau,” remarked one 
of the monument rangers. 
Acting as guides on the trip were 
Channel Island Monument Supt 
Bill 
Ehorn; Mack Shaver, chief ranger for 
the monument; John Prince, marine 
biologist; and Connally, who has been 
involved in taking people on trips to the 
islands for seven years. 


Anacapa, a musical name, evolved 
from the Chumash word “ Eneepah,” 
meaning deception or mirage. The 
original inhabitants of the Channel 
Islands were Chumash Indians, like 
those 
who long ago 
inhabited 
the 
liOmpoc Valley. Old Chumash campsites 
and refuse dumps of shells, bones and 
discarded tools can be found on the 
islands. 
Anacapa has little vegetation due to 
the small amount of rainfall. The 
landscape is more adapted for birds or 
perhaps billy goats than people. 


However, 
the 
island 
and 
the 
surrounding waters are a concentration 
point 
for 
marine 
life, 
sea 
going 
mammals, and tide pools. Anacapa is 
also the only nesting place for the brown 
pelican in the western United States, 
according to Ehorn. 


In recent years the brown pelican has 
been an endangered species. As late as 
1960 monument rangers found only one 
new-born pelican in the nest area. 
The shortage of new-born birds were

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attributed to a number of 
factors 
including visitors climbing into or near 
the nesting areas and the presence of 
DDT in surrounding w aters resulting in 
thin egg shells. 
Visitors are no longer allowed near 
the pelican’s domain during nesting 
times. Agricultural use of DDT has been 
outlawed for the past three years. 
Last year rangers counted 219 new­ 
born pelicans on Anacapa Island. 
Large and small seals and sea lions, 
including two or three rare types, sun 
themselves on the beaches and rocks of 
the island. Often they may be found in 
one or another of Anacapa’s caves which 
can be explored by skiff on calm days. 
During peak whale migration periods, 
it is not unusual to see as many as 40 to 
50 
whales 
a 
day 
in 
the 
waters 
surrounding the island, according to 
Shaver 
Ehorn, Prince and Shaver pointed out 
varieties of m arine life to journalists 
while wandering the Anacapa shore and 
studying tide pools. White or pale green 
anemones, dark purple sea urchins, 
brown and orange starfish thrive in tide 
pools 
along 
the 
southern 
beach. 
Barnacles cover the rocks and mussels 
fasten themselves in thick clusters near 
the tide pools. 
While 
the 
65-foot 
Paisano 
was 
anchored off the south side of Anacapa, 
Cherryl Connally, Connally’s 19-year-old 
daughter, and Prince dove for samples 
of marine life on the ocean floor. 
The waters off Anacapa are ideal for 
divers, according to Prince -- some of 
the best in the world. 
Though black abalone are the most 
common 
type 
in 
Anacapa 
waters. 
Prince returned with two large white 
abalone. And what an assortm ent of 
starfish! Brittle stars, leather stars and 
soft stars. Large and small. Vibrantly 
colored and dull. He explained how the 
carnivorous starfish exudes its stomach 
to surround its food, digests it then 
draws its stomach back into its body. 
As Prince held up a scallop he 
rem arked that they could be eaten raw. 
“Often on our educational trips,” said 
Connally, “ we’ll cut up one of these 
scallops and offer them to the parents 
and the kids. W hat’s interesting is that 
almost every kid will try a piece and 
almost every adult will refuse.” 
Prince found two or three of another 
interesting sea animal on the ocean 
floor. The spotted sea hare is a limp 
animal which becomes rigid and potato­ 
shaped when excited. If too excited, the 
sea hare will split out its insides, 
according to the biologist. However, 
once back in the ocean, it can grow a 
complete new set. 
Roundinjg the east tip of .Anacapa you 
pass the picturesque Arch Rock. Before 
you is the vast expanse of w ater you’ll 
cross before reaching the Marina. Good 
luck!

Court rules 
on Lompoc^s 
Bypass

A three-judge federal court panel has 
ruled the state Division of Highways 
m ust file a full-scale environmental 
impact report if it proposes to build the 
controversial Highway 1 Bypass. 


The action if it withstands any appeals 
by the state would effectively end the 
Bypass for years to come and probably 
forever. 


Judge Rodney K. Potter wrote the 
opinion on behalf of fellow judges, John 
R. Allport and Jam es A. Cobey in 
Division 3 of the Los Angeles Appellate 
Court. The specifics on which the judges 
based 
their ruling were not clear 
pending a review of the court’s 55-page 


document by Pier and John Gherini, two 
of the three attorneys who fought the 
case through an 11-day trial and after 
that through appellate court actions. 
The late Bruce Sharpe was the third 
attorney. 


In effect the judges 
ruled that the 
state was wrong in proceeding with 
construction on the $10 million project 
without filing a full-scale environmental 


impact 
report. 
The 
project 
was 
designed to carry Highway 1 around the 
City of Lompoc. 


A pessimistic note on the future of the 
Bypass was sounded in San Luis Obispo 
by Ralph Lejonhud, the Division of 
Highway’s deputy district director in 
charge of project development. He said 


the action of the court would push the 
construction of the Bypass even further 
into the future than indicated a few 
weeks ago when the state said there 


was no money available for the project. 
“ I think construction would be quite a 
few years 
in the future,” he said. 
Lejonhud said construction costs on all 


highway projects escalated 50 to 75 per 
cent during 1974 — a fact that would 
make the Bypass cost $15 
million to 
$17.5 million if it were built tomorrow. 


Lejonhud said the original $10 million 
which had been set aside had been spent 
on other projects. 


The state has about 15 days in which 
to file an appeal for a rehearing before 
the federal panel. If that hearing came 
about and ended in a ruling confirming 
the intended decision that was filed at 
about 5 p.m. last Friday, the state would 
have no further recourse except to take 
the question to the state Supreme Court.

'This is in spite of the fact that the 
mission site is now about 90 per cent 
covered by houses and streets. 
Last year, Neal Elm s requested to 
have his property at 538 South F St. split 
into

lots,

community development office denied 
the 
request 
until 
a 
prelim inary 
investigation 
to 
d eterm in e 
the 
environmental impact of the split could 
be made by an archaeologist. 
Last week, archaeologist Costello, 
engaged by the city, submitted a report 
on that investigation.

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Kissinger speaks out 
against isolationism 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Iso­ 
lationism 
was 
respectable 
before World War II, when 
many people wanted to hide 
behind “ Fortress America” 
and 
recalled 
George 
Washington’s caution against 
“ entangling alliances ” 


President Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt used the word isolationists 
as a derogatory label to attack 
people who opposed re-arming, 
aiding the nations fighting 
Germany and Japan President 
Harry S. Truman used it to 
criticize 
opponents 
of 
the 
Marshall Plan. President Lyn­ 
don B Johnson threw the word 
at opponents of U.S. involve- 


ment in Vietnam 
Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger used it Saturday at a 
Lions’ Club meeting. 
“The United States cannot 
accept the counsel of those who 
now assert a modern version of 
isolationism ... and who assert 
that it is American engage­ 
ments that cause conflicts,’’ he 
said “ Quite the contrary is 
true.” 
Sen. Barry M. Goldwater, R- 
Ariz ., said Sunday, “ I think 
we’ve been in a growing period 
of isolation since about 1960, 
and I think it's still growing. 
“ And I hate to see it, because 
I’m reminded precisely of the 
days of 1920 and 1930 when no 
Vietnam refugee 
vanguard arrives 


LOS ANGELES (UPI)-The 
vanguard of what may be 
thousands of South Vietnamese 
refugees arrived this weekend, 
escaping what they believed 
would be certain death at the 
hands of the Communists. 
Other planes carried Viet­ 
namese orphans. 
The adult refugees, 
who 
arrived at Los Angeles Interna­ 
tional Airport Saturday night, 
included nine Vietnamese em­ 
ployes of Flying Tiger Airlines, 
two American employes and 32 
dependents. 
They left their homes, their 
money, their possessions and 
their jobs —which ranged from 
executive to laborer positions. 
With only two hours notice, the 
refugees 
were 
waiting 
on 
darkened street corners for the 
U.S. government bus to shine 
its headlights on their fluores­ 
cent badges and whisk them 
away. 
In an elaborate escape plan, 
the refugees, whose flight was 
not approved by Vietnamese 
officials, passed through three 
checkpoints to Tan Son Nhut 
Airport outside of Saigon where 
a Flying Tiger stretch DC18 
was parked in an isolated area. 
The airline had told airport 
officials the plane had a 
mechanical problem, but as 
soon as the refugees were 
aboard, it left Saigon for 
Guam. From Guam, they went 


to 
Honolulu 
where 
they 
received customs, immigration 
and health clearance. 
Nissen Davis, a Flying Tiger 
executive here, said the Viet­ 
namese were given “ parole 
visas,” which allow them to 
stay in the United States until 
further plans are made. The 
company has said it would care 
for the employes until they can 
be placed in other jobs in the 
firm and until they find homes. 
An airlines spokesman said 
the Vietnamese would have 
faced certain death if they 
stayed in the war-torn country.

Hunter found 
inside crocodile 


BRISBANE, Australia (UPI) 
— Searchers recovered the 
remains of a missing hunter 
from the belly of a 19-foot salt­ 
water crocodile, police said 
today. 
Police said Peter Reimers, 
32, was swallowed by the 
reptile while taking a nap 
during a hunting and fishing 
trip at Weipa, 1,200 miles north 
of Brisbane. 
Reimers decided to lie down 
and rest beside shallow water 
at a freshwater lagoon 20 miles 
east of Weipa while his two 
companions went fishing else­ 
where, police said. Officers 
said the crocodile apparently 
lunged six feet from the water 
and attacked him while he 
slept. 
His 
two 
companions 
searched the area but only 
found his rifle, watch, hat and 
shoes neatly piled nearby. 
He said they guessed what 
had happened when they found 
mud scuffed up and blood on 
the scene. They called Weipa 
police and organized a hunt. 
Police and friends of the dead 
man exploded 
a dynamite 
charge under water to stun the 
crocodile and then shot it as it 
surfaced. Reimers’ dismem­ 
bered body was recovered from 
the crocodile’s belly. Searchers 
identified Reimers by his head. 
The last recorded death in 
Queensland by crocodile was 31 
years ago when an aboriginal 
groundsman was killed at a zoo 
in central Queensland by an 87- 
year-old crocodile called “ Big 
Momma.” 
Police said the crocodile that 
killed Reimers at was about the 
same weight as “ Big Momma” 
—one ton.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
explosions of 500-pound bombs 
aboard a Southern Pacific 
freight train in 1973 were 
caused by a fire ignited by 
sparks from a brake shoe, the 
National Transportation Safety 
Board said today. 
There was no evidence of 
arson or sabotage of the Navy 
shipment, the board said. 
The board urged the military 
and the railroads to develop 
fire 
resistant 
cars 
for 
transporting ammunition and 
to 
develop 
fire 
detection 
systems. 
The 12 bomb-carrying cars of 
the 107-car San Antonio-to-San 
Francisco freight train explod­ 
ed and burned in a remote area 
near Benson, Ariz., on May 24, 
1973. The explosion caused no 
injuries, 
but 
two 
train 
crewmen were hurt when they 
jumped from the caboose. 
Nearly 500 feet of track was 
destroyed and a 25-foot deep 
crater was left by the chain 
reaction explosions. 


In a painstaking investiga­ 
tion, which included partial 
reassembly of the first car that 
exploded, the board outlined a 
series of coincidences that 
began 13 months prior to the 
explosion when part of a cargo 
of sodium nitrate was spilled 
onto the floor of the car that 
caught fire. 


Over the months, the sodium 
nitrate seeped into the wooden 
flooring of the boxcar, the 
board said, making it more 
flammable. 


As the train was descending a 
grade, sparks from the brake 
shoe on one of the wheels 
ignited the floor, which burned 
for 17 miles or more before the 
first explosion. Six bombs and 
part of a seventh were blown 
out of the car onto the right-of- 
way, but the train continued 
and 
the 
explosion 
was 
unnoticed by the train crew. 


The caboose crew began 
noticing a series of brush fires 


along the track, however, and 
notified the engineer by radio. 


As the train was braking, a 
second larger explosion oc­ 
curred and tombs continued to 
explode for the next several 
hours 
The board said the explosions 
took place in a remote area five 
miles 
from 
the 
nearest 
occupied building, but that the 
train was due to arrive shortly 
in Benson and Tucson.

Researchers say they may be 
optimistic, but they feel they 
have found the way to cure “ T- 
cell 
leukemia,” 
the 
most 
common type of blood cell 
cancer in children 
According to Dr. Herschel P. 
Bentley Jr., who heads the 
team 
of 
doctors 
at 
the 
University of South Alabama 
Medical Center, it is believed 
that two drugs now under 
research may be the answer to 
curbing 
the action of the 
pituitary gland. 
Bentley 
said 
the doctors 
believe 
the 
p itu ita ry 
overstimulates 
the 
thymus 
gland and that T-cell growth 
becomes 
like 
wildfire, 
crowding and suffocating other 
needed 
ce lls 
in 
the 
bloodstream. 
If the drugs can trigger body 
harmones into recognizing leu­ 
kemia cells and destroying 
them, 
the disease can be 
controlled. 
The treatment would not 
work on B-cell or adult strains 
of leukemia. 
“ But the T-cell in children 
has been of most concern,” 
said Bentley, “ and if we can 
whip it, which I believe we can, 
a great part of the battle will be 
won.” 
The project is working with 
BCG, which is flown in from 
the Pasteur Institute in Paris 
and is being used on humans, 
and with thymosin, which is 
being tested on laboratory rats.

Revenue sharing 


State. 
County 
and 
City 
officials 
throughout 
the 
country must be heartened by 
the 
news 
that 
President 
Gerald 
Ford 
has 
asked 
Congress 
to 
extend 
the 
popular 
general 
revenue 
sharing program through 1981. 


The program has recycled 
about $19 billion in federal 
taxes for local uses and has 
proven, 
as 
the 
President 
states, to be “ a resounding 
success.” 


Ford suggests that the basic 
formula for allocation of the 
federal tax monies remain the 
same with automatic annual 
increases 
to 
account 
for 
inflation. 


Only two minor revisions 
are suggested in his message 
to the Senate and House of 
Representatives. One would 
call 
for 
the 
treasury 
secretary to withhold all or 
part of the assistance or to

require recipients to pay back 
previous aid if found violating 
federal civil rights standards. 
Second, public hearings at the 
local level would be required 
to give citizens an opportunity 
to state their preference for 
ways to spend the federal aid. 
Since 
its 
inception 
the 
revenue sharing program has 
drawn 
enthusiastic 
support 
from nearly all state and local 
leaders. Local governments 
have been able to improve a 
broad range of public services 
ranging from fighting crime 
and fires, social problems to 
e x p a n s i o n 
of 
m a s s 
transportation. 
With tax revenues growing 
fastest at the federal level 
while 
public 
needs 
are 
growing fastest at the state 
and local level, approval of 
the revenue sharing program 
extension until 1981 could not 
come at a more appropriate 
time. 


Legislative court 


Was the California Supreme Court 
decision substituting the comparative 
negligence doctrine for the 103-year-old 
contributory 
negligence 
statute 
an 
interpretation of the law or was it 
legislation? If it was not merely a 
construction of existing law it must 
stand as the most flagrant case of 
judicial legislation m the state’s history. 
Its action means the “all or nothing” 
rule is out Where formerly one could 
not collect if he were partly to blame 
for damages sufferred, the court will 
now assess his proportion of fault and 
deduct that from any award But the 
merits of one doctrine versus another is 
not here the issue The burning question 
is one of the separation of powers 
between the judicial and legislative 
branches of government. 
There has been a crescendo of 
criticism of the state and federal courts’ 
tendencies to legislate. It reached a 
peak during the Warren Years but such 
complaints are not new. They have 
existed almost from the founding of the 
nation 
During 
the 
presidency 
of 
Thomas 
Jefferson 
impeachment 
proceedings 
were 
brought 
against 
Justice Samuel Chase as a prelude to 
impeaching the entire Court. Chief 
Justice 
John 
Marshall 
had 
been 
asserting the Court’s power to declare 
congressional acts unconstitutional, a 
right which he made stick and which has 
become fully accepted. 
Thus, 
despite 
the 
numerous 
enactments of the death penalty by the 
Legislature, the state court struck it 
down. The California court went further 
in 
its 
ruling thet the method of 
districting 
the 
state 
senate 
was 
improper in that it overruled a law 
enacted by the people and reconfirmed 
in two subsequent ballot tests. But, in 
those cases, as in other major ones, the 
court at least made some pretense of 
finding constitutional faults with the 
law 
This was not so in the negligence 
decision 
In that the Court simply 
declared 
the 
doctrine 
no 
longer 
applicable Brushing aside the Court’s 
dictum, what it said m plain language is 
that it philosophically disagreed with 
the law as enacted by the branch of 
government 
authorized 
under 
the 
constitution to make the laws 


In a feeble effort to justify this 
usurpation of the lawmaking powers of 
the state, the Court ascribed its right to 
do this to the fact the statute being 
thrown out was initially enacted in 1872 
with slight change since. It then, with 
dubious omniscience, 
fathomed 
the 
intent of that Legislature and held that 
changing circumstances and conditions 
justify the invalidation of the law to 
avoid stifling the orderly evolution of 
justice. 
Had there been no legislative sessions 
since 
its 
enactment 
or 
had 
the 
subsequent legislatures failed to review 
the initial action at any time, the Court 
might have some justification, the lack 
of 
a 
c o n s titu tio n a l 
issu e 
notwithstanding. But, the decision takes 
judicial notice that the issue has been 
before the Legislature time and again, 
with at least nine separate bills on the 
subject being considered in the past four 
years. 
How the court can then presume to 
interfere with the legislative process 
must boggle the minds of those whose 
understanding 
of 
government 
is 
hemmed in by that which they learned in 
high school civics. As stated in the 
dissenting opinion, “The power to enact 
and amend our statutes is vested 
exclusively in the Legislature. This 
court may not usurp the legislative 
function to change statutory law which 
has been uniformly construed by a long 
line of judicial decisions.” 
In substituting its wisdom for the 
members of the legislative judiciary 
committees, who have rev.ewed the 
issue over and over and who must be 
presumed to be as learned in the law as 
the justices, the Court serves notice that 
it has indeed usurped the right to 
legislate whenever it finds philosophical 
disagreement with the statutes. 
If such be the case the Legislature 
may as well fold its tent and slip into the 
night for it can no longer serve its 
purpose of representing the people in 
determining the laws by which they 
shall live. 
Instead, 
seven 
men, 
elected 
by 
nobody, sitting in cloistered chambers 
beyond the need to be responsive to the 
will of the people have appropriated the 
function 
unto 
themselves.

Free press vs. fair trial — a legal 
collision between two indispensable 
traditions in our society. It pits the right 
of the accused to a fair trial before an 
impartial jury against the right of the 
public at large to know what the social 
machinery it has created is going to do 
next. 
This was the broad 
fram ework 
of 
a 
huddle on Sat., April 
19 between area law­ 
yers, 
judges 
and 
m edia 
r e p r e ­ 
sentatives. 
Santa 
Barbara County has 
not been a front line 
area for fire fights 
between 
lawyers, 
judges and reporters. 
But County District Attorney Stanley M. 
Roden initiated the meeting to propose a 
bench-bar media committee here. The 
panel 
m igh t 
p rev en t 
th e se 
confrontations from flaring up or, if 
they happen anyway, might soften their 
impact. The Record will participate in 
such a panel, if eventually formed. 
Perhaps the major disputed ground in 
press-bench-bar conflicts is the question 
of the impact of publicity on criminal 
cases before and during a trial How 
much does what newspapers print and 
electronic media broadcast about a 
criminal 
case 
influence 
the 
final 
verdict? How much are juries swayed? 
Many judges and lawyers take it for 
gospel that pre-trial publicity and trial 
publicity tend to prejudice fair verdicts, 
especially when the news in the popular 
press that prospective jurors read or 
hear wouldn't qualify as evidence in 
court. Editors and station managers are 
much less confident as a rule that they 
can call the outcome of publicity one 
way or the other. 
It is the concern with the possible 
prejudicial influence of publicity on 
jurors and witnesses that has led judges 
recently to clamp down protective or 
“gag” orders broadly restricting what 
public 
officials 
can 
say 
about 
a 
particular case This, in turn, has led to 
contempt citations and even jailing of 
reporters who have published news 
leaked by confidential sources — news 
editors have felt the public has a right to 
know 
The concern over the prejudicial 
effects of publicity comes to us from the 
1960s, when the Warren Court made the 
right of criminal defendants to a fair 
trial a prime concern. 
In 1966, the case of Dr. Sam Sheppard, 
accused of killing his wife back in 1954, 
proved to be a milestone in the long 
standoffish press-courts encounter. At 
Dr. Sam’s trial, as the headlines dubbed 
him, some of the jurors could not hear 
testimony over the drone of tv and 
newsreel cameras and the scramble of 
print reporters. The judge trying the 
case was running for re-election at the 
time and talked about the case m daily 
press interviews, as did ranks of police, 
lawyers and others. The papers and tv 
stations broadcast these interviews and 
the jurors 
who 
might have 
been 
influenced 
by 
them 
were 
not 
sequestered, or isolated, as has been the 
case in recent celebrated cases. 
The 
Warren 
Supreme 
Court 
overturned the Sheppard conviction 8-1 
on the grounds that massive publicity 
had circumvented a fair trial. 
The decision has been read as a 
turning point in the trial and pre-trial 
publicity question. Before it, a lawyer 
had to demonstrate actual prejudice 
among jurors before an unfair trial 
could be ruled. But the Sheppard case 
set up “presumption of prejudice” as a 
test for an unfair trial due to publicity. 
This means that now trial judges in 
celebrated, and even obscure, cases 
subjectively weigh case publicity — 
what has been said, which media have 
said what and when, what has been the 
character of the publicity, what words 
have been used, etc. If a trial judge 
doesn’t feel good about the publicity in a 
particular case, he “presumes” that 
future jurors and witnesses have been 
prejudiced by it and clamps down a gag 
order or takes other measures. 
Because 
the Sheppard 
case 
was 
reversed in part because the loquacious 
trial judge in that case did nothing 
whatever to subdue what was called its 
carnival atmosphere, judges now feel 
more compelled to act. 
There 
is 
no 
objective 
test 
for 
prejudice by publicity and no evidence 
has ever been presented descriptively 
linking any type of publicity with any 
type of jury verdict or prejudice. 
In the mid 1960s, social science was 


popular enough to engender the belief 
that soon an objective test might he 
devised for prejudice by publicity. But 
none ever was. 
In the eyes of many of the press, this 
“presumption of prejudice" is a mental 
feat of Olympic breadth and distance. 
Granted that the campaigning judge in 
the Sheppard case and 
the press 
disruption of the trial may well have 
influenced the verdict, to generalize on 
the issue is to expand it into nonsense, 
they argue. 
To presume that future juries in any 
trial 
are 
unavoidably 
swayed 
by 
publicity is, first, to assume that almost 
everyone reads his or her daily paper 
and concentrates like a mystic on his or 
her radio and tv. This would have to be 
true for there to be not 12 citizens among 
several million who had not been 
inundated by case publicity. 
If advertisers, who pay money for 
publicity, 
had 
this 
consummate 
confidence 
in 
media 
penetration, 
newsmen would be paid like barons and 
newspapers could employ enough of 
them to post a reporter at each street 
comer waiting for something to happen. 
Obviously, 
this 
isn’t 
the 
case. 
Advertisers know that media will sell 
their products but they know that not 
everyone reads their paper every day or 
remembers what they read Months and 
years-long 
campaigns 
are 
often 
necessary to get over advertisers’ 
messages. They also know that radio 


listeners are often preoccupied or asleep 
and don’t recall much of what they hear 
either. 
To "presume” the inevitability of 
prejudical 
publicity, 
second, 
is 
to 
assume that the present trial procedure 
does not work, media people argue. 
Inadmissible evidence is presented in 
courts every day. Some attorneys make 
a career out of it. What happens is that 
the other attorney objects, the judge 
sustains the objection and the jury is 
told to forget they ever heard it. Courts 
trust that juries can divorce themselves 
from inadmissible evidence they hear 
three minutes before rendering 
a 
decision. Somehow they do not trust that 
the same solemnly sworn juries can 
forget about a news story they only may 
have read or heard three weeks ago and 
have probably forgotten anyway. 
The acquittal of John Connally by a 
Washington D.C. jury after sustained 
barrages of publicity on the milk fund 
scandal — as well as the New York 
acquittal of John Mitchell and Maurice 
Stans, 
the first of the Watergate 
defendants, 
tend 
to 
crimp 
the 
“presumption of prejudice” test. What 
judge would not have assumed that 
publicity about Watergate, which was 
perhaps the most virulent in history, 
would not have prejudiced all of the 
Watergate trials? 
The verdicts argue that it did not and 
that the strong prosecution cases won 
and the weak ones lost, headlines or no 


H & Ocean by Harry Crompe 
Grim statistics 


We received a copy of a memorandum 
this week from Richard Fuller, a 
criminal analyst for the Santa Barbara 
County Sheriff’s Department, which 
contains 
some 
rather 
macabre 
statistics. 
During the period 
from 
1972 
through 
1974, 
the 
Santa 
B arbara 
C ounty 
Coroner’s Office had 
32 homicide cases and 
130 suicide cases. This 
works 
out 
to 
one 
homicide 
and 
four 
suicides per month. 
From 
Jan uary 
through March of this 
year, the Coroner’s 
Office has already had 
seven homicides and 
19 suicides. 
Based on the experience for the first 
three months, Fuller says 1975 shows a 
projected annual increase of 155 per 
cent in homicides and 77 per cent in 
suicides. A comparison of only the first 
quarter in each year, however, shows a 
much greater increase of 451 per cent in 
homicide cases in the first quarter of 
1975 over the average of the first 
quarters of the past three years. 
September and June appear to he the 
months for homicides during the period 
of January 1972 through March 1975. 
Each 
month 
had 
six 
homicides. 
February and July during this period are 
tied for zero for the lowest number. May 
had the highest number of suicides, 17, 
followed by February with 14. The 
lowest number of suicides, five, was in 
November, 
followed 
by 
seven 
in 
January. 


Based on Coroner cases, men are 
more than four times as likely to be the 
victims of homicide than women, and 
almost twice as likely to successfully 
commit suicide. 
The greatest single cause of death in 
homicides and suicides was gunshot 
wounds. In the period of 1972 to 1974, 50 
per cent of the homicides and 35 per cent 
of the suicides resulted from gunshot 
wounds. Of the cases from January 
through March, this year, 29 per cent of 
the homicides and 58 per cent of the 
suicides resulted from gunshot wounds. 
In an addendum to his memorandum, 
Fuller states that a National Institute of 
Mental Health survey indicates that the 
national suicide average is more than 12 
per 100,000 population. The Institute 
anticipates that this rate will rise in a 
faltering economy. During the Great 
Depression, there were 17.4 suicides per 
100,000 
The suicide rate for Santa Barbara 
County in 1974 was 13.9 per 100,000, a 
decrease from 1973 when it was 18.8 per 
100,000. However, Fuller states, if the 
number of suicides experienced in the 
first quarter of 1975 continues at the 
same pace for the remainder of the 
year, the rate for Santa Barbara County 
in 1975 will be 26.8 per 100,000.

Democrats 
at work 


Back when they were discussing in the 
Senate the mandate of the Watergate 
committee, an obstreperous Republican 
senator made bold to suggest that the 
committee 
explore 
irregularities 
committed not only in 1972, but in other 
presidential election years. Indeed, that 
Democratic behavior be investigated 
also. He was shouted down, and the 
public on the whole was not resentful: 
there was quite enough to do just to 
investigate the Watergate scandal 
But evidence piles 
up 
of 
Democratic 
shenanigans, 
and 
nobody seems to care. 
A few weeks ago I 
reported on a new 
book by Mr Benjamin 
B rad lee 
of 
the 
Washington Post in 
which he gabbles on 
quite 
outspokenly 
about such matters as 
Mayor Daley’s alleged 
intervention for the 
benefit of John F. 
Kennedy when ballot- 
counting time came in 
1960. Yawn. 
A few years ago, lecturing 
at the 
University of Texas, I was introduced by 
a historian who took great delight in 
saying: “Mr Buckley’s grandfather was 
a law-and-order sheriff of Duval County 
who died m 1906 But I have done a little 
research, and no doubt Mr Buckley will 
be startled to learn that his grandfather 
voted for Lyndon Johnson in 1948 
That 
sort of thing brought laughs in those 
days; and. to tell the truth, still does, 
since 
the 
recent 
commotion 
notwithstanding, 
Americans 
expect 
their politics to be a little naughty, and 
are sometimes disappointed if it proves 
otherwise. But right now, as I see it, 
there 
is 
something 
not 
to 
be 
distinguished from theft going on right 
under our eyes. It is being presided over 
by the Senate Rules Committee The 
issue 
is 
whether 
Louis 
Wyman. 
Republican, or John Durkin, Democrat, 
was elected Senator in New Hampshire 
last November. 
The victory, you will recall, was at 
first claimed by one of the gentlemen. 
The other demanded a recount, which 
supported him. The first demanded a 
recount of the recount, which supported 
him The courts of New Hampshire said 
they had no authority to call a fresh 
election, so the issue went to the Senate, 
which is constitutionally charged with 
passing on the qualifications of its 
members. 
Senator Howard Cannon, as chairman 
of the Rules Committee, found himself 
pleasantly situated presiding over a 
group of five Democrats and only three 
Republicans. The idea has been for the 
committee to go over the disputed 
ballots and decide whether the voter 
intended to vote for Wyman or Durkin 
In an extraordinary ruling. Senator 
Cannon said that where the Rules 
Committee, 
having 
surveyed 
the 
ambiguous ballot, split 4-4 on the 
intention of a particular voter, the entire 
ballot would be thrown out But that 
procedure is hardly consistent with the 
tradition of parallel procedures. If the 
Supreme Court ties 4-4 on an appeal, the 
ruling of the lower court stands Most of 
the ballots that are being thrown out are 
Wyman 
ballots 
Moreover, 
Senator 
Cannon wants to examine only those 
ballots that had been given to Wyman, 
letting Durkin’s stand. Voting 4-4 has the 
mathematical effect of substracting one 
Republican vote. 
Then there is the so-called “Skipjohn" 
problem 
Suppose 
you 
circle 
the 
heading REPUBLICAN on the ballot, 
meaning that you want to vote the entire 
Republican ticket But then, for some 
reason, you go down the list and start 
ticking off the individual names You 
come to the name Louis Wyman, and, 
unaccountably, you leave it blank Now. 
New Hampshire practice specifies that 
in such circumstances, where you have 
“skipped John." John nevertheless gets 
voted for — 
unless his name is 
specifically struck through by a pencil 
mark. For some reason Senator Cannon 
has ruled that such ballots ought to be 
voided altogether And so it goes. 
The point is, the Rules Committee 
seems bent on giving the election to the 
Democrat by a fine orchestration of 
rulings the effect of which is to diminish 
Wyman’s vote and increase Durkin’s. 
The simple thing would be to rule that 
the election is, to use the traditional 
language “a virtual tie.” 
Thus the Senate would declare a 
vacancy, and New Hampshire would 
schedule a fresh election between 35 and 
45 days later. Wyman and Durkin could 
campaign, 
and 
the wishes of the 
electorate 
would 
be 
respected 
Meanwhile, the state of New Hampshire 
is being deprived not only of a Senator 
but. most probably, of the senator that 
squeaked 
through 
with 
a 
norrow 
majority. The partisanship is beginning 
to smell, and it would be nice, now, for 
the Democrats to show us by objective 
hction that the entire Watergate ex­ 
perience has impressed upon them the 
need for cleaner politics not only among 
Republicans, 
but 
also 
among 
Democrats.
